At  each  semiannual  meeting,  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Conmittee  has  the  continuing 
problem  of  deciding  on  a  site  for  future 
NSCA  meetings.  We  are  faced  with  the 
dilemm  of  selecting  an  area  where  there 
is  a  large  concentration  of  members 
who  are  geographically-separated  from 
the  principal  area  of  member  concent¬ 
ration  . 


For  the  past  six  years  or  so,  we  have  attempted  to  achieve  a  reasonable  balance  by 
having  one  meeting  each  year  in  the  West  Virginia  area  and  by  having  the  other  In  east 
Kentucky  or  north  east  Tennessee. 


However,  in  view  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  members  from  the  central  states, 
consideration  has  been  given  to  holding  one  meeting  at  a  more  westerly  location.  Thus 
the  decision  to  have  our  fall  1982  meeting  at  Madisonville,  KY.  This  site  is  not  as 
centrally  available  to  the  midwest  and  southwest  as  we  woul'd  like,  but  it  Is  within 
a  day's  drive  for  a  sizeable  group  of  members  who  have  not  previously  attended  a  meeting.

Dear  Waiter: 

Check  received  for  the  caseload  of  books,  and  copy  of  the  invoice  in  enclosed. 
Thank  you.  Hope  they  will  be  of  a  help  in  promoting  memberships  in  NSCA. 

Many  collectors  continue  to  inquire  about  a  supplement  to  the  book.  I  believe 
the  best  method  is  to  put  a  listing  into  the  NSCA  bulletin,  as  new  finds  are 
continually  being  sent  to  me,  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  new  companies  per 
month.1 

My  questions,  then,  are:  could  a  listing  be  carried  in  NSCA  over  a  period  of 
issues?  I  would  estimate  a  listing  of  new  companies  and  pieces  would  probably 
encompass  about  10-20  pages,  in  a  format  similar  to  that  of  the  book. 

Secondly,  whether  it  is  of  value  to  include  new  denominations /varieties  of 
companies  already  listed  in  the  book.  Such  additional  listings  would  probably 
take  another  2-3  page£. 

I  would  like  your  thoughts  on  the  matter,  and,  if  feasible  to  do  any  of  the 
above  listings,  what  is  required  of  me.  It's  been  so  long  since  I  last  typed 
up  a  list  for  NSCA,  that  I  don't  know  the  requirements. 

I  can  type  lists  up  on  mimeograph  masters,  but  need  to  know  what  size  of 
sheet  to  acquire  from  our  local  printer.  I  would  be  using  the  same  type  as  is 
in  this  letter  (IBM  electric  50),  so  no  problem  there.  If  I  am  to  go  ahead  with 
such  a  listing,  I  would  plan  on  having  it  done  by  this  fall  for  you.  I  note 
that  the  bulk  of  new  finds  are  coming  from  the  southern  states,  probably  due 
to  those  individuals  who  continually  write  me.  I  believe  a  word  to  members 
requesting  updates  would  be  useful  before  preparing  a  supplemental  listing. 

I  know  of  at  least  two  collectors  who  have  considerable  new  material  for  a 
listing. 

There  are  simply  so  many  new  lumber  pieces  being  uncovered,  that  such  a 
listing  in  supplemental  book  form  Is  not  yet  warranted.  Besides,  perhaps 
a  supplemental  listing  through  NSCA  could  possible  be  'reprinted'  in  pamphlet 
form  and  sold  to  newly  acquired  members.  I'll  be  glad  to  give  permission 
for  NSCA  to  use  the  supplement  in  any  way  they  see  fit. 

Let  me  know  your  ideas,  so  I  can  begin  to  get  my  files  together,  which  are 
several  years  behind  in  being  updated!
